With temperatures dropping to 
minus 32, Dale Kenison, had his 
hands full feeding more than 500 cat- 
tle in Levan. He spent a very cold 
evening pouring hot water into pipes 
and a frozen well to thaw out an auto- 
matic watering trough. 

“For it to be this cold, for this long, 
is unusual,” said Kenison. Although 
the cold did not affect his animals, he 
fears wet storms could bring pneu- 
monia and respiratory diseases.

Businesses prepare

Businesses along University .Av- 
enue are preparing now for road re- 
construction that will begin this 
spring, said the executive director of 
the Association of Involved Mer- 
chants. 

“We don’t want what happened on 
State Street last year to happen on 
University Avenue,” said Linda Wal- 
ton of the AIM group. 

Kevin Beckstrom, spokesman for 
the Utah Department of Transporta- 
tion, said the project will completely 
remove the old surface of University 
Avenue between 300 South and 800 
North and replace it with concrete. 

Beckstrom said UDOT is working 
closely with businesses along Univer- 
sity Avenue and is “helping to pro- 
mote business as much as possible” 
during the construction. 

Walton said the businesses have 
been working with Provo City offi- 
cials and UDOT to find alternative 
parking areas, produce advertising 
and maps of detours and alternative 
parking areas, and provide monthly 
sales promotions. 

She said the effects of construction 
“will be better than on State Street, 
but not as good as regular traffic flow” 
because there is a lower percentage of 
retail businesses on University Av- 


cold snap is interfering with calving 
and lambing. Randy Brunger, the 
owner of about 1,000 acres of cattle 
range in Milburn, prepared his open- 
walled barn with heat lamps and dry 
hay.

He 
said it will “go to about 30 inches 
deep” to remove the old surface and 
will replace it with about 11 inches of 
concrete. While the surface is re- 
moved Provo City willalso replace old 
water lines under the road, Beck- 
strom said.

Last summer’s drought caused a 
100-ton cut in Brunger’s own hay 
supply. 

Agricultural agents said some 
Juab and Cache county farmers 
have lost lambs and calves to the 
harsh weather because of inade- 
quate facilities. 

They said animals dying because 
of the cold are more of a problem 
with range herds because of access. 
Some farmers have asked for assis- 
tance to open roads.

Presidential panel 
supports idea of 
federal ethics Czar

WASHINGTON — Several mem- 
bers of President Bush’s ethies com- 
mission supperted the idea Tuesday 
of creating a federal ethics czar with 
the power and prestige of Judge Ke- 
nesaw Mountain Landis, who cleaned 
up baseball in the 1920s. 

No: final recommendations were 
made at the first meeting of the eight- 
member panel, but the czar idea was 
informally floated by Chairman Mal- 
colm R. Wilkey, a former federal ap- 
pellate judge, and instantly endorsed 
by other members. 

The two-week-old panel has one 
month to recommend to Bush any leg- 
islative or administrative changes 
needed to stiffen and standardize fed- 
eral ethics enforcement. 

As they debated what issues to ad- 
dress, former Attorney General 
Griffin Bell, the vice chairman, com- 
plained that the welter of existing 
laws and rules is confusing. 

“The ethics laws in government 
now are about like the Roman Empire 
when Caligula was ... (using) small 
print in high places to confuse the 
public,” Bell said, adding, “I’m con- 
fused.” 


And “like the sumptuary laws in 
the 12th Century,” they apply differ- 
ently to different people, depending 
on whether a person serves in Con- 
gress, in the executive branch, in the 
judiciary branch or in the military, 
Bell said. 

“Some people can do things and 
other people can’t do the same 
things,” Bell said. 

“But no one knows how to act. We 
should get everyone the same rules if 
we can.” 

Wilkey said, “We need a czar.” 

He noted that some congressmen 
he consulted with also suggested 
that. 

Former White House Counsel 
Lloyd N. Cutler said,“We need a 
Judge Landis ... and one in Congress 
as well.” 

Cutler referred to U.S. District 
Judge Kenesaw Mountain Landis of 
Chicago, who was named the first 
commissioner of major league base- 
ball in 1920 after members of the 
Chicago White Sox threw the World 
Series in 1919. 

Wilkey said the ethics czar “should 
have the authority to enforce the 
rules and to give advice that’s legally 
binding.” 


Bush budget for ‘90 
recommends freeze 


of military spending

WASHINGTON President 
Bush plans to send Congress a $1.16 
trillion budget for fiscal 1990 on 
Thursday. 

The budget would freeze military 
spending at the level of inflation to 
help pay for new domestic initiatives, 
administration aides said Tuesday. 

Bush said his budget would make a 
“strong beginning” toward fulfilling 
his major campaign promises. 

In a major change of emphasis, 
Bush will reject former President 
Reagan’s call for a 2 percent rise in 
defense spending above inflation. 

Bush will also propose increases in 
dozens of categories Reagan sought 
to slash, according to officials who 
spoke only on the condition of 
anonymity. 

Bush’s budget outline, a 125-page 
rewrite of the lame-duck budget Rea- 
gan submitted last month, was pro- 
nounced “pretty well finalized” by 
Bush on Tuesday. 

Bush spoke briefly with reporters 
during the final budget session with 
Budget Director Richard G. Darman, 
Vice President Dan Quayle, Treasury 
Secretary Nicholas Brady and White 
House economist Michael Boskin. 

Then Bush went to Capitol Hill, 
where he told both Republican and 
Democratic groups he would reach 
out to Congress to try to forge a con- 
sensus budget. 


“IT am under no illusions that we are 
going to keep everybody happy,” 
Bush told a luncheon of Senate Re- 
publicans. 

Of his new budget plan, Bush said, 
“It will meet my fundamental com- 
mitments made to the American peo- 
ple in terms of not going out there and 
raising taxes. 

“It will make, I think, a strong be- 
ginning in some of the areas that a lot 
of us talked about in the past cam- 
paign: the environment, education, 
certainly anti-narcotics,” Bush con- 
tinued. 

Bush also visited with the Senate 
Democrats, delivering essentially the 
same message. 

He then met in closed sessions with 
House Republican leaders and House 
Speaker Jim Wright. 

Afterward, House Minority 
Leader Bob Michel told reporters 
that Bush had also mentioned child 
care in the list of initiatives that 
would be reflected in Thursday’s bud- 
get plan. 

Bush decided on the defense freeze 
in budget sessions over the weekend, 
including one attended by Defense 
Secretary-designate John Tower, 
sources said. 

Defense spending would be held to 
the rate of inflation for fiscal 1990, and 
then it would be allowed to rise 
slightly over inflation level in the 
years following, according to the 
sources. 
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Photos of Bundy’s body may be fake 


TALLAHASSEE, Fla. — Florida officials Tuesday said they are investi- 
gating if photographs of executed serial killer Ted Bundy’s body published in 
this week’s Weekly World News tabloid are genuine. 

According to Department of Corrections Secretary Richard L. Dugger, no 
photographs were taken while his agency had possession of the body. 

Spokesmen for the Alachua County Medical Examiner’s Office where the 
body initially was taken after the Jan. 24 execution, and a funeral home where 
it went before being cremated also have denied the photographs were taken at 
their facilities. 

“There doesn’t seem to be any specific statutory prohibition on taking a 
photograph of a dead body,” said Chris Harris, spokesman for the state 
Department of Professional Regulation. 

Harris said, “Generally speaking, photographs taken by a medical examiner 
in the course of an autopsy are public record. Someone could have obtained 
photographs of Mr. Bundy from the coroner.” 

Medical examiner William Hamilton, however, said no one asked for the 
photos taken during his autopsy of Bundy’s body. 

Ifthey did, Hamilton said he wouldn’t release them without a court order or 
subpoena. 

Diana Weiner, Bundy’s lawyer said, “To the best of my knowledge there are 
no such photographs. I would consider anything of that nature unethical.”

“T held up the store and I shot her to death,” a weeping McCovey told Salt 
Lake County Sheriff's Sgt. Garth Beckstead in the confession. “The (exple- 
tive) gun went off. r m not saying I didn’t pull the trigger, but the (expletive) 
thing just went off,” he told detectives during the April 25 interview. . 

Closing arguments and jury instructions were planned Tuesday afternoon. 
It was possible the six-man, six-woman panel would begin deliberations late 
Tuesday. Holmes died on April 22, a few hours after the robbery, and just 
moments after delivering a premature daughter.

GOP aims to boot House Democrats out 


WASHINGTON — Edward J. Rollins, who managed President Reagan’s 
1984 re-election campaign, is taking charge of GOP efforts to end Democratic 
dominance of the House, GOP sources said Tuesday. 

Rep. Guy Vander Jagt of Michigan, chairman of the House Republican 
Campaign committee, plans to announce today that Rollins has agreed to 
serve four years as deputy chairman and executive director of the committee. 

The panel has agreed to pay Rollins more than $1 million over the four-year 
period, the sources say. 

Despite George Bush’s 40-state victory in the 1988 presidential election, the 
Republicans lost three .House seats. The current House lineup is 259 
Democrats and 174 Republicans with two vacancies. 

Rollins’ commitment would take him through the 1992 elections, the first 
test after House district lines are redrawn to comply with the 1990 census. 
Census projections indicate that the next realignment will provide another 
shift of House seats to the Sunbelt with California, Florida and Texas, the big 
winners.

Each patient, 
depending on the severity. of the in- 
jury, is given therapy by the physical 
therapy staff. “We walk them, help- 
ing them keep weight off the broken 
leg, and try to strengthen the muscle 
around the injury,” said Brent Webb, 
ajunior from Mesa, Ariz., majoring in 
pre-physical. therapy, who works 
part-time as a therapist-aid.

Where have all our role models 
gone? First Boesky, then Milken and 
now we find slime in the Chicago Fu- 
tures pit. The best and brightest are 
facing grand jury indictments. With 
the futures scandal breaking, we can 
expect a tide of articles about ethics 
and morality to flood the media. Per- 
haps an ethics class or two might even 
be added to the required-course lists 
at our business schools. Articles and 
courses onethics certainly won’t hurt 
anyone, but I wonder if these efforts 
are missing the point. Perhaps the 
target should be motivations rather 
than behavior. 

Consider these words. “We are not 
the sum of out possessions. They are 
not the measure of our lives. We can- 
not hope to merely leave our children 

.. abigger bank account. We must 
leave them a sense of what it means to 
be a loyal friend, a loving parent, a 
citizen who leaves his... home and 
town a better place than he found it.” 

Perhaps these words might be ut- 
tered at a stake fireside, or by Pres. 
Holland. Actually, the language was 
taken from the inaugural address of 
George Bush. Bush has offered a 
kinder, gentler America. The vision 
has received much mocking. Yet, I 
think his view is born of necessity, 
given the political and economic con- 
ditions we face. 


The American Dream comes with - 


two ideals. First, that the poor can 
raise their economic status to a higher 
standard of living. Second, that each 
generation can do better, economi- 
cally, than the preceding one. Per- 
haps the first can still be achieved, 
but the second is in jeopardy. 

The median cost of buying a new 


home now looms at $120,000. Thar 
up from $18,000 in 1962 (an inflates | 
adjusted increase of 72 percent). In 
the 1950s a family with the median 
income paid 14 percent of income to 
cover mortgage, insurance and tax 
costs on a home. Today, that family 
pays 41 percent of their income for the 
same expenses. Never before has 4 
college education played such a vital _ 
role in securing a well paying job 
Since 1968, tuition costs have erowna 
staggering 81 percent (real dollars) at 
some top schools. Those entering the 
work force from college often carry an 
enormous debt. 

Does the American Dream need re- 
vision? Are the pressures associated — 
with such a dream lending to the ero. 
sion of values that lead to unethical 
behavior? Junk bond guru Michael 
Milken was to receive a $200 million 
bonus this year for his sensational 
work at Drexel Burnham Lambert. 
That type of incentive can damage 
one’s priorities. : 

Perhaps the American Dream in 
the 1990s should focus on the more 
fulfilling, service oriented lives our 
parents enjoyed rather than focusing 
on their economic achievements. 

This change of focus is the only way 
to keep our lives clean of the ethical 
pitfalls that plague pursuers of 
wealth. 

Donald Trump offered his assess- 
ment of things, “Hey, life is life. 
We're here for a short time. When 
we're gone, most people don’t care, 
and in some cases they’re quite happy 
about it.” 

Yet Bush continues, “But if the 
man you have chosen to lead the goy- 
ernment can help make a difference, if 
he can celebrate the quieter, deeper 
successes that are not made of gold 
and silk, but of better hearts and finer 
souls, if he can do these things then he 
must.” !

When Soviet leader Mikhail Gor- 
bachev addressed the United Nations 
in December 1988, it was his an- 
nouncement of Soviet unilateral mili- 
tary reductions that most naturally 
caught the world’s attention. Buried 
in his talk, however, was an impor- 
tant comment that should alert us to 
the fact that Gorbachev, the prag- 
matic reformer, could find himself at 
odds with Gorbachev, the Marxist, as 
he proceeds with “perestroika” — his 
restructuring of Seviet economics and 
politics. Gorbachev’s cominent: “j'wo 
great revolutions, the French Revo- 
lution of 1789 and the Russian Revo- 
lution of 1917, exerted a powerful im- 
pact on the very nature of history ... 
those two revolutions shaped the way 
of thinking that is still prevalent ...” 

Marx himself propounded a “two- 
revolution”. theory of the restructur- 
ing of society which inevitably accom- 
panies the transition of a country 
from an agrarian to a modern indus- 
trial economy. First comes the bour- 
geois revolution, of which the French 
Revolution (whose 200th anniversary 
falls this year) was the primary 
model. Through it, the rising capital- 
ists’ economic ascendancy is trans- 
lated into political ascendancy as well. 
Later, but just as inevitable, comes 
the proletarian revolution. In this 
revolution (still future at Marx’s 
death in 1883) the industrial workers 
in one capitalistic country after an- 
other would take control of their gov- 
ernment and establish a classless soci- 
ety —a workers’ paradise henceforth 
immune to further revolution. 

Gorbachev’s U.N. comment re- 
minds us that Marxism-Leninism still 
holds to this two-revolution theory. 
Never mind that students of the 
French Revolution question whether 
the revolutionary leadership was re- 


_ ally that capitalistic. Never mind that 
since Marx’s time, many countries, 


led by England and the United 
States, have achieved a working 
democracy in which upper, middle 


_ and working classes successfully col- 
 laborate in managing an advanced in- 


dustrial state. Never mind, even, 


' that the Marxist’s prime model of the 
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proletarian revolution did not occur 
as Marx had predicted, in an ad- 
vanced industrial and capitalistic 
state, but rather in backward, agrar- 
ian, war-torn Russia. In spite of all, 
doctrinaire Marxists have not repudi- 
ated their theory of the two-revolu- 
tion sequence. 

The communist regime established 
in Russia by Lenin, Stalin and their 
successors is certainly no classless so- 
ciety, and no workers’ paradise. But 
it did pull the USSR through World 
War II and made her a supérpower. 
Now, Gorbachev is trying to generate 
the reforms needed to refurbish a 
badly shpping economy and to main- 
tain that. superpower status. He 
would do well to consider the real 
message of the French Revolution for 
someone in his position. 

In significant respects, the position 
of Gorbachev is not unlike that of 
King Louis XVI in France 200 years 
ago. King Louis, some of his minis- 
ters, and many practical members of 
his “party” (the nobility) had been 
forced by the government’s deterio- 
rating finances to recognize that ma- 
jor changes were desperately needed 
in the French political and social sys- 
tem. The “absolute” power of the 
monarch and some of the many privi- 
leges of the nobility would have to be 
sacrificed in order to get broader par- 
ticipation and effective support from 
the French people. The rising middle 
classes would have to be given a 
larger role in government, and peas- 
ant masses would have to be mollified 
by the abolition of discriminatory na- 
tional taxes and certain vestiges of 
“feudalism.” 

The problem was that once the king 
had opened the floodgates of “re- 
form,” he soon simply lost control of 
the process. In the 18th-century 
French equivalent of glasnost, he had 
first permitted, then invited, popular 
discussion of the national problems. 
Then he called for the election of rep- 
resentatives of the various classes to 
meet in an assembly to discuss the 
problems and listen to his ministers’ 
proposals for reform. Soon  bour- 
geoisie, peasants, and city workers 
alike became excited at the prospect 
of being able to actually do something 
about the grievances they had long 
borne with grumbling passivity. Ex- 
pectations outraced practical possibil- 
ities. The alarmed king tried to draw 
back. If he had been a determined 
tyrant, he might still have recovered 
control of the situation by firm use of 
the army. But he vacillated, and soon 
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even the rank and file of the army had 
become politicized and were no longer 
a reliable instrument of suppression. 
The result was a slide into outright 
revolution and finally the complete 
elimination of the established govern- 
ment and class structure, including 
Louis XVI and his queen Marie An- 
toinette. i 

The lesson for Gorbachev in these 
events is clear. The initiation of basic 
changes in an existing power struc- 
ture is a risky business. In fact, the 
ultimate results may be truly inealcu- 
lable. Already Gorbachev is faced 
with growing discord, as four years of 
perestroika have failed to produce the 
anticipated rise in living standards. 
Popular desire for economic better- 
ment could produce a revolutionary 
demand for the replacement of collec-

Ofhis return to public appearances, 
Lloyd Sachs of the Chicago Sun- 
Times wrote, “He still hits those 
notes. .Does he ever! He has matured 
into a fine, rounded stylist in his own 
right.” 

Sachs also said that Faddis “has an 
uncanny ability to flaunt his skills in a 
way that adds meaning, not mere 
boastfulness, to the music.”
